After months of work and 
thousands of hours of coun- 
ty staff time spent, a pair of 
ordinances set before the 
Mendocino County Board 
of Supervisors on Tuesday 
pertaining to medical mari- 
juana dispensaries were not 
voted on due to lack of 
interest by the board. 

The first ordinance would 
have set into place a series 
of rigid guidelines pertain- 
ing to dispensaries and cap 
the number at three, while 
the second would have 
effectively banned them 
altogether in the county. 

There are currently three 
dispensaries operating in the 
county: Mendo Remedies in 
Laytonville, Herban Legend 
in Fort Bragg and Reflec- 
tions of Avalon in Ukiah. 

Second District Super- 
visor Jim Wattenburger said 
the guidelines were de- 
signed with patients in 
mind. 

“I believe that to follow 
the letter of the law, we have

to provide safe and secure 
access to patients,” he said. 
“This is my effort to provide 
that access.” 

Third District Supervisor 
John Pinches said he 
opposed both ordinances 
because he saw them as an 
insult to the spirit of the cur- 
rent laws. 

“This is very discrimina- 
tory to rural people in the 
county,” he said. “I can’t 
support any of these. This is 
an affront to Prop. 215.” 

Passed on Nov. 5, 1996 
by a 55.6 percent vote, 
Proposition 215, also known 
as the Compassionate Use 
Act of 1996, allowed those 
with a valid doctor’s recom- 
mendation to possess and 
cultivate marijuana for per- 
sonal medical use. 

Pinches said the ordi- 
nances were redundant 
because of the existence of 
other laws that regulate the 
opening of dispensaries. 

“I do support dispen- 
saries paying sales tax,” he

Last week, Thompson delivered a check 
for $147,000 to the center’s board of direc- 
tors to help with construction efforts. 

“The board of directors is thankful to 
Congressman Thompson for getting this 
funding in a tough year,” said Richard 
Shoemaker, the center’s executive director. 

Shoemaker said the funds will be used to 
complete the gym, install heating and cool- 
ing systems, put in floors and finish the bas- 
ketball courts. 

“Its remarkable how the community of 
Ukiah came together to build this rec center, 
and I am very glad that this funding will 
bring it closer to completion,” Thompson 
said. “The gymnasium is going to be a great 
place for Ukiah’s young and old to have fun 


bill passed by Congress this year. 

Shoemaker said it is expected to cost $1.3 
million to complete the center. With this lat- 
est influx of money, he said the fund is up to 
$290,000. 

“We’re in a major fundraising mode,” he 
said. 

The center is a 20,000-square-foot build- 
ing that provides space for several recre- 
ational and community activities. The Ukiah 
Boys and Girls Club has a location at the 
center, which also has spaces for arts, crafts 
and music as well as computer rooms. 

The center also has a community meeting 
space, office space and a professional 
kitchen and functions as a public information 
resource, providing access to health informa- 
tion and messages from a rotating Public 
Health nurse. It also has an English and 
Spanish library.

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Taliban says suicide bombers will attack 
restaurants where westerners eat in Kabul 


KABUL, Afghanistan (AP) — The Taliban said Tuesday that 
its suicide bombers would attack restaurants where Westerners 
eat in Kabul, an ominous new threat that forced American and 
European workers to restrict outings in the Afghan capital. 

The country’s intelligence chief linked Monday’s deadly 
attack on the Serena Hotel — a well-guarded, high-profile 
property in Kabul frequented by Westerners — to a Pakistani 
militant. Afghan officials arrested four people, and said they 
included one of the three attackers, who was disguised in a 
police uniform for the assault. The death toll in the bombing 
and shooting attack on the hotel rose to eight. An American, a 
Norwegian journalist and a Filipina who died of her wounds 
Tuesday were among those killed. “We will target all these 
restaurants in Kabul where foreigners are eating,” Taliban 
spokesman Zabiullah Mujahid told The Associated Press by 
telephone. “We have jihadists in Kabul right now and soon we 
will carry out more attacks against military personnel and for- 
eigners.” 


McCain, Romney, Huckabee seek win in 
Republican primary in snowy Michigan 


SOUTHFIELD, Mich. (AP) — John McCain sought to keep 
his momentum going. Mitt Romney looked to keep his candi- 
dacy afloat. Mike Huckabee simply wanted to keep defying 
expectations. No matter the winner, the Republican presidential 
primary in Michigan on Tuesday promised to add another wrin- 
kle to a volatile nomination fight that lacks a clear favorite. 

“It’s going to be a very, very close race,” predicted McCain, 
the former Arizona senator hoping that independents and 
Democrats would join Republicans to help him repeat his 2000 
win here. Romney, a former Massachusetts governor and native 
son of Michigan whose late father once was the governor, was 
more confident, declaring in Grand Rapids: “Michigan is going 
to vote for a Romney again!” In a trend that could bode well for 
him and poorly for McCain, fewer independents and Democrats 
voted in the Republican primary than eight years ago, accord- 
ing to surveys of voters by The Associated Press and TV net- 
works. This year’s GOP contest in Michigan, a state that has 
open primaries, had a much more normal partisan split, with a 
solid majority of Republicans and far fewer Democrats. 

The economy proved the most important issue for 
Republicans in Michigan, the state with the highest unemploy- 
ment rate in the nation and an ailing auto industry. Given four 
choices, half of Michigan Republican primary voters picked the 
economy as the most important issue, while one in five picked 
Iraq, one in seven immigration and one in 10 terrorism. 


Pregnant Marine didn’t feel threatened 
by colleague suspected of killing her 


JACKSONVILLE, N.C. (AP) — A 20-year-old pregnant 
Marine who disappeared in December told victims’ advocates 
at Camp Lejeune that she didn’t feel unsafe in the presence of 
the colleague now wanted in her death, Marine Corps officials 
said Tuesday. Marine Cpl. Cesar Armando Laurean never vio- 
lated the military protective order directing him to stay away 
from Lance Cpl. Maria Lauterbach, and he continued to report 
for work on time in the weeks after her disappearance, said Col. 
Gary Skolowski, the judge advocate general officer for the II 
Marine Expeditionary Force. “At no time did she indicate that 
she was threatened by Cpl. Laurean,” Skolowski said. “When 
she was asked if she felt threatened by Cpl. Laurean, she said 
she did not feel threatened.” Authorities confirmed Tuesday that 
remains found over the weekend in a fire pit in Laurean’s back- 
yard were those of Lauterbach and her fetus. Dr. Charles 
Garrett, the Onslow County medical examiner, said Lauterbach, 
who was eight months pregnant when she vanished, died of 
“traumatic head injury due to blunt force trauma.” 
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Bush: High oil prices could cause U.S. 
slowdown, urges OPEC to boost output 


RIYADH, Saudi Arabia (AP) — President Bush warned 
Tuesday that surging oil prices threaten the U.S. economy and 
urged OPEC nations to boost their output. His plea drew little sym- 
pathy from oil-rich Saudi Arabia, which said production levels 
appear normal. 

Bush and Secretary of State Condoleezza Rice also pressed 
Arab countries to do more to reach out to Israel and help achieve a 
Mideast peace agreement before the president’s term runs out next 
January. Avoiding specific orders to Arab allies, Rice said the del- 
icate question of diplomatic relations with Israel, the Arab world’s 
historical enemy, was “another matter and undoubtedly down the 
road.” Saudi Arabia’s foreign minister wondered what more could 
be expected of them than they are already doing. But Bush, near- 
ing the end of an eight-day Mideast trip, expressed confidence that 
Arab countries would support both sides in an Israeli-Palestinian 
accord — backing Washington sees as crucial to striking and sus- 
taining any agreement. “They want to see a deal done,” Bush said. 
“And they want progress because the issue frustrates them.” 

As economic anxiety grows in the U.S. and dominates the pres- 
idential campaign, Bush is under increasing pressure. After a stop 
in Egypt on Wednesday, Bush returns home to weigh whether to 
join Democrats and Republicans in offering some sort of short- 
term economic stimulus package. 

He promised to tell Saudi King Abdullah that American families 
are being hurt by oil prices that have topped $100 a barrel, more 
than three times what they were when he took office. 


NTSB finds design flaw in gusset plates 
caused Minneapolis bridge collapse 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Undersized gusset plates in the 
Interstate 35-W bridge in Minneapolis were “the critical factor” in 
the bridge collapse last year that killed 13 people and injured 100, 
the National Transportation Safety Board said Tuesday. 

Chairman Mark Rosenker said the plates, which connected steel 
beams, were roughly half the thickness they should have been 
because of a design error. Investigators found 16 fractured gusset 
plates from the bridge’s center span, he said. 

“Tt is the undersizing of the design which we believe is the crit- 
ical factor here. It is the critical factor that began the process of this 
collapse. That’s what failed,” Rosenker said. 

The Minneapolis bridge was a steel-deck truss bridge that 
opened in 1967. Rosenker said it wasn’t clear how the design flaw 
made it into the bridge because investigators couldn’t find the 
design calculations. 

Once they made it into the completed bridge, he said, there was 
little chance they would be noticed by inspectors. 


More U.S. babies born, fertility rate up, 
defying low-birth trend in Europe 


ATLANTA (AP) — Bucking the trend in many other wealthy 
industrialized nations, the United States seems to be experiencing 
a baby boomlet, reporting the largest number of children born in 45 
years. The nearly 4.3 million births in 2006 were mostly due to a 
bigger population, especially a growing number of Hispanics. That 
group accounted for nearly one-quarter of all U.S. births. But non- 
Hispanic white women and other racial and ethnic groups were 
having more babies, too. 

An Associated Press review of birth numbers dating to 1909 
found the total number of U.S. births was the highest since 1961, 
near the end of the baby boom. An examination of global data also 
shows that the United States has a higher fertility rate than every 
country in continental Europe, as well as Australia, Canada and 
Japan. Fertility levels in those countries have been lower than the 
U.S. rate for several years, although some are on the rise, most 
notably in France. Experts believe there is a mix of reasons: a 
decline in contraceptive use, a drop in access to abortion, poor edu- 
cation and poverty. There are cultural reasons as well. Hispanics as 
a group have higher fertility rates — about 40 percent higher than 
the U.S. overall. And experts say Americans, especially those in 
middle America, view children more favorably than people in 
many other Westernized countries.

Macworld more sedate this year

After the excitement and drama of last 
year’s Macworld, this year’s annual 
Apple lovefest is likely to seem a bit 
sedate. But that’s a good thing, say many 
long-time observers of the storied com- 
pany, whose history has long been 
marked by dramatic highs and devastat- 
ing lows. 

Last year’s event featured the long- 
awaited, eagerly anticipated unveiling of 
the iPhone onstage -- and worries about 
the company’s options backdating scan- 
dal offstage. One was a thrilling but risky 
new bet. The other was potentially cata- 
clysmic, threatening CEO Steve Jobs’ 
iron hold on the company given Apple’s 
admission of his role in the fiasco, dis- 
closed just days before last year’s show 
opened. 

A year later, Jobs’ position seems more 
secure than ever with the backdating 
business all but forgotten. The iPhone is a 
hit -- and it’s shaking up the entire cell- 
phone industry. 

In comparison, the announcements 
Jobs is likely to make Tuesday in San 
Francisco at this year’s conference are 
likely to be much more incremental than 
revolutionary. 

“You can’t make your business on 
splashy new stuff all the time,” said Van 
Baker, an analyst with Gartner, a market 
research group. “Some of the time you 
have to execute well on what you’ve got 
in the market today, and I think there’s an 
extent of that going on with Apple.” 

Amid the hype over the iPhone, it’s 
really the last two years that have been a 
time of dramatic changes for Apple. 

At the 2006 Macworld, Jobs also set 
the company off on a dramatic new path, 
unveiling the first Macintosh computer 
with an Intel processor, beginning the 
company’s monumental effort to swap 
out the chips in all the computers it 
offers. 

And at last year’s event, Jobs also

rolled out Apple TV, a set-top box that 
marked the company’s first big attempt to 
take a stake in the digital living room. 
Along the way, the company introduced a 
new version of its core Macintosh operat- 
ing system, made several updates to its 
lineup of iPods and expanded its retail 
store network number by 50 percent. 

“Over the last two years, there’s been a 
frenzy of product releases,” said Tony 
Ursillo, an analyst at investment firm 
Loomis Sayles, which owns Apple stock. 

All that activity has left Apple in an 
enviable position as one of the fastest- 
growing big technology companies. And 
it’s got plenty of room to keep growing, 
even without major changes to its prod- 
uct lineup, analysts say. 

The company’s biggest opportunity 
probably is with its oldest business. 
Although its Macintosh computers have 
been gaining ground in the PC market, 
their share is still less than 5 percent 
worldwide. 

Ease of use has always been the Mac’s 


strong suit. But the Intel chips inside 
them have made them much more com- 
petitive on price and performance with 
PCs running Windows. 

Meanwhile, Apple’s retail stores have 
allowed the company to reach new cus- 
tomers. And assuming the rumors are 
true, Jobs will unveil a new, lightweight 
laptop computer at Macworld that could 
help the company win new customers 
among jet-setting professionals. 

“Apple’s very well-positioned to con- 
tinue to take market share,” said Jay 
Somaney, a hedge fund manager with 
TSG Capital in Plano, Texas, who owns 
options to purchase Apple’s stock. 

The company has opportunities 
beyond the PC market. Even if the 
iPhone sells 10 million units this year as 
Apple predicts, that’s only about 1 per- 
cent of the mobile phone market. And the 
digital living room is still up for grabs. 

Meanwhile, the company has lots of 
growth potential overseas as it opens new

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Minimize estate tax 
for heirs -- legally 


Q: To our surprise, upon 
visiting our financial adviser, 
my wife and I have assets of 
nearly $4 million dollars, 
mostly due to the fact that we 
pulled out of the stock market 
at the right time. This includes 
my 401k and some beach and 
mountain property my wife 
inherited. We are in our late 
60s, have three grown chil- 
dren and seven grandchildren. 
We also have long-term care 
insurance. 

We really had not paid 
much attention to estate plan- 
ning until now. Our wills, 
which were prepared in the 
1980s, leave everything to the 
survivor and then to our chil- 
dren. We went to a lawyer 
whose explanation was like 
hearing a foreign language. 
We want to avoid estate taxes, 
but we seem to be missing 
something. Is there a simple 
solution that will help us? 

A: If you leave your wills 
as is, there will be no estate 
tax due when the first of you 
dies; however, when the sur- 
vivor dies, there could be a 
substantial tax due because 
your current wills do not 
allow either of you to take 
advantage of the unified cred- 
it. Without getting overly 
complicated, the unified cred- 
it allows each of you to leave 
a specific amount to your 
heirs without estate-tax conse- 
quences. This year, the unified 
credit is the equivalent of 
transferring $2 million with- 
out estate tax to your heirs. 
Next year, the exemption 
level increases to $3.5 mil- 
lion. Congress is still tinker- 
ing with what will happen 
after that; however, by equal- 
izing the ownership of your 
assets between you and your 
wife and by using wills with 
credit-shelter trusts, you 
should be able to avoid most 
of the tax that would other- 
wise be due at the second 
death. Be sure to see a lawyer 
who is trained in these areas 
and who can provide you with 
a complete plan, including 
projected tax savings. 

Q: My aunt was admitted 
to a Medicare-Medicaid certi- 
fied nursing home in 
November after suffering a 
stroke. When her Medicare 
ran out, we applied for 
Medicaid, and she was 
approved. Then she developed 
pneumonia that required a 
five-day rehospitalization last 
month. When the doctor was 
ready to release her, we were 
told that her bed had been 
taken and we would have to 
find another nursing home. 
Because we didn’t know any 
better, we got her clothes and 
personal items from the nurs- 
ing home and took her home 
with us for what we thought 
would be a short time. 

We are now going into the 
second month, and my hus- 
band and I can’t handle it. Her 
children refuse to help, and

she requires 24/7 care. We 
can’t afford sitters. Is there 
anything we can do? 

A: As you have learned, 
the worst mistake was taking 
her home with you. The 
Nursing Home Reform Act 
about which we talk so much 
provides residents who quali- 
fy for Medicaid benefits -- but 
not Medicare -- with what is 
called “Bed Hold and 
Readmission” rights. In other 
words, Medicaid -- but not 
Medicare -- residents who 
leave a facility for hospitaliza- 
tion or therapeutic reasons 
have the right to return. This 
means that the nursing home 
must hold the bed for a certain 
period of time and, if the 
absence exceeds the bed-hold 
period and the resident still 
requires skilled or intermedi- 
ate nursing services, he or she 
is entitled to the first available 
bed in a semi-private room at 
the facility. 

Based on what you have 
written, five days in the hospi- 
tal should not exceed the bed- 
hold period. When your aunt 
was admitted, the facility 
should have explained the 
bed-hold policies to you and 
provided them to you in writ- 
ing. And, before your aunt 
was discharged from the hos- 
pital, you should have been 
told about this right by the 
discharge planner, especially 
since the doctor ordered con- 
tinued nursing-home care. 

By taking your aunt home 
voluntarily, you have proba- 
bly relinquished her bed at the 
facility; however, we believe 
that the denial of these rights 
by the facility is sufficiently 
egregious to justify you ask- 
ing your state ombudsman 
and licensing agency to inves- 
tigate. 

Taking the NextStep: 
While we understand that the 
admission process may seem 
complicated at a very emo- 
tional time, families must take 
the time to read and under- 
stand their rights.

Lackluster Golden Globes ceremony turns up heat on strike

LOS ANGELES -- The glitterless Golden 
Globes provided the most visible and dramatic 
moment yet for the two-month Hollywood 
writers strike -- but will it advance the union’s 
cause? 

With actors refusing to cross writers’ threat- 
ened picket lines, Sunday’s Globes were 
stripped of their excitement, NBC lost millions 
of dollars in ad revenue, and award winners 
were deprived of instant publicity that could 
provide a box-office bump. 

Next month’s Academy Awards could face 
the same fate. 

As a result, “a lot of attention, and pressure 
will be brought to bear on the (studios) whether 
or not to stick to their position in regard to the 
negotiations,” said Mike Asensio, a partner at 
the national law firm of Baker Hostetler and a 
specialist in labor law. 

The studios left the bargaining table Dec. 7 
and have refused to return until the writers take 
a half-dozen proposals off the table, including 
the unionization of reality show writers. 

The writers guild said its refusal to let mem- 
bers work on the Globes and Oscars were 
aimed at getting the studios back to the bar- 
gaining table. 

“We take no joy in seeing the Golden 
Globes put on this format,” said Jeff 
Hermanson, the guild’s assistant executive 
director. “We’re as distressed as anyone at the 
cost this situation is imposing.”

The guild also has to worry about keeping 
public sentiment on its side during job actions 
such as the one against the Globes, Asensio 
said. 

The studio alliance said it had no comment 
on the Globes. 

A key factor in play is the just-started nego- 
tiations between the studio alliance and the 
Directors Guild of America. A deal there could 
put pressure for the writers guild and the 
Screen Actors Guild to reach contract agree- 
ments with the studios. The actors contract 
expires in June. 


On Sunday, the typically glitzy Globes cere- 
mony was replaced by entertainment show 
anchors including Mary Hart reading off the 
names of winners in a Beverly Hilton Hotel 
ballroom filled with reporters, publicists and 
technicians. 

Reviews reflected the odd evening. 

“For those of you who wisely spent the 
evening rearranging your sock drawers or 
watching your TiVo queues of reruns, it was a 
less than magical night,” Mary McNamara 
wrote in the Los Angeles Times. 

In The Washington Post, William Booth said 
the show had “all the excitement and drama of 
sorting mail.” 

Added Television Writer Frazier Moore of 
The Associated Press: “The Golden Globes 
awards telecast is usually a rollicking, star- 
studded party. This year’s was more like a 
laundry list.” 

Honored films included the tragic romance 
“Atonement,” the crime saga “No Country for 
Old Men,” and the bloody musical “Sweeney 
Todd: The Demon Barber of Fleet Street,” with 
series including “Mad Men” and “Damages” 
among the cable-dominated winners on the TV 
side. 

While last year’s full-blown Globes ceremo- 
ny on NBC drew 20 million viewers, the esti- 
mated audience for Sunday’s broadcast on the 
network was 5.8 million viewers, according to 
Nielsen Media Research. 

In contrast, the CBS miniseries “Comanche 
Moon” drew 16.6 million viewers against the 
Globes at 9 p.m. EST, while ABC’s “Extreme 


Makeover” had 13.9 million. On Fox, the 
comedies “Family Guy” and “American Dad” 
averaged out to 10 million in the hourlong time 
slot. 

NBC, which has earned $15 million-plus in 
the past from advertising revenues, was 
expected to reap significantly less this time 
around. The Hollywood Foreign Press 
Association lost out on its reported $6 million 
license fee from the network. 

For movie studios, the shrunken ratings 
meant a lost opportunity for instant promotion 
of their winning films. 

“If a potential audience member reads about 
a Golden Globe win, that still is going to have 
some influence,” said Paul Dergarabedian, 
president of box-office tracker Media By 
Numbers. “But the combination of TV and 
winning an award is a great marketing tool -- 
the glitz and glamour of the telecast, the mem- 
orable moments, combined with an actual 
win.” 

The Globes have an influence on ticket sales 
because they are a precursor to the Academy 
Awards, Dergarabedian said. 

In a separate development, the writers guild 
announced it had reached an interim deal that 
would allow an independent studio, Media 
Rights Capital, to resume production. the deal 
was similar to those previously made with 
Worldwide Pants, which produces David 
Letterman’s show.

Writers strike is war 


We get the impression, in 
this third month of the 
Hollywood writers strike, 
that morale on the picket 
lines and in the coffee shops 
isn’t so hot. That’s odd, 
given how strong the writers 
are looking right now. 

With the downfall of the 
Golden Globe Awards, the 
Writers Guild of America 
has drawn blood. Now is not 
the time to go wobbly. If the 
writers want to win, they 
need to understand the grim 
logic of their situation. Good 
public relations are fine, as 
are pious press releases, 
shows of support from the 
Screen Actors Guild and 
crocodile tears for lost 
awards shows. But to win, 
the writers need to get seri- 
ous about demolishing fall 
schedules and annihilating 
Christmas release dates.

Lollipop 
Economics 101 


You have no doubt heard the well-worn dictum of 
Karl von Clausewitz, the great Prussian military strate- 
gist, that war is the extension of politics by other 
means. Well, the same is true of economic policy. As 
often as not, it’s politics by other means -- and the 
looming debate over whether the country needs an 
“economic stimulus” program will, if nothing else, 
reaffirm that. The debate promises to be more about 
politics and public relations than economics. 

“Economic stimulus” is shorthand for tax cuts 
and/or increases in government spending designed to 
accelerate economic growth and job creation. We need 
that now, say advocates, because the economy is on 
the verge of a recession or already in one. House 
Democrats are reportedly discussing a package of 
$100 billion or more in temporary tax rebates and 
grants to states. Not to be outdone, the Bush adminis- 
tration is exploring its own plan. Inevitably, presiden- 
tial candidates are offering proposals. 

Call this Lollipop Economics. It’s an election year. 
Voters feel anxious about a weakening economy. Send 
them economic lollipops (say, a $500 tax rebate for 
most families). Make them feel better. Show them 
you’re concerned. Prove that you’re trying to improve 
the economy. 

Superficially, the case for “stimulus” seems plausi- 
ble. In December, the unemployment rate rose from 
4.7 percent to 5 percent, a huge one-month increase. 
Jobs are not now keeping pace with the growth of the 
labor force. Lawrence Summers, treasury secretary in 
the Clinton administration, has proposed a $50 billion 
to $75 billion stimulus to be enacted in the next few 
months. 

Every day, the housing situation seems to worsen. 
Jared Bernstein of the Economic Policy Institute, a lib- 
eral think tank, likens a stimulus package to insurance. 
“The important part,” he says, “is to prevent a bad sit- 
uation from getting worse.” Bernstein worries that 
Federal Reserve policy alone -- cuts in short-term 
interest rates -- won’t suffice to spur the economy. 

All this sounds sensible, but it stumbles on a stub- 
born dilemma. Folks, we have a $14 trillion economy. 
A one-time stimulus (rebates aren’t permanent tax 
cuts, and grants to states would probably be tempo- 
rary) of $75 billion or $100 billion is too small to do 
much. If the economy is in serious trouble, something 
much larger is needed. But if the outlook is not so dire, 
then a modest stimulus plan is mostly political sym- 
bolism. 

The truth is that there’s a touch of hysteria to much 
current economic commentary that is, as yet, unjusti- 
fied by what’s actually happened to the economy. Yes, 
the housing slump is vicious, but at its peak, housing 
was only 5.5 percent of the economy, and the present 
slump is still only the fourth worst since World War II. 

Whether a recession occurs -- a determination made 
by academic economists, usually after the fact -- prob- 
ably won’t affect most people. Economist Richard 
Berner of Morgan Stanley expects a “mild and short” 
recession, with peak unemployment of 5.6 percent or 
5.7 percent in early 2009. According to economist 
David Wyss of Standard & Poor’s, the average unem- 
ployment rate of the past 50 years is 5.6 percent. This 
would be a setback, but not a disaster. 

Only time and patience will cure some economic 
problems. Though few mention it, rising inflation is a 
threat. For the year ending in November, consumer 
prices increased 4.3 percent. Slower economic growth 
-- even a recession -- would dampen prices and incip- 
ient inflationary psychology. 

The housing predicament is similar. Inventories of 
unsold homes are high; monthly sales are low. When 
there’s a big gap between supply and demand, prices 
must adjust. That has to happen in housing. Home 
prices must drop further, so that houses become more 
affordable and revive both sales and new construction. 
True, falling home prices would probably lead to more 
mortgage losses and foreclosures. But the more the 
adjustment is delayed, the longer the housing market 
will remain moribund. 

In an election year, politicians inevitably try to 
show their sensitivity to voters’ economic worries. A 
slowing economy does suggest a few common-sense 
and responsible steps: for instance, lengthening unem- 
ployment benefits from the standard 26 weeks to 39 
weeks. But a big exercise in pump-priming, which is 
all that a “stimulus” package is, would be justified 
only if the economy deteriorated considerably more. 

It’s not possible, or desirable, to correct every twist 
in the business cycle. The great danger of a stimulus 
package is that once proposed in a modest lollipop 
form, it would quickly be expanded to include many 
other tax breaks and spending increases, the fiscal 
equivalents of candy bars and peppermint sticks. This 
would bloat its costs and confuse the public about the 
long-term budget problem, which is, not surprisingly, 
just the opposite: to control the huge spending increas- 
es of baby boomers’ retirement.

SAN FRANCISCO -- 
MediaNews Group Inc.’s 
top newspaper executive in 
California has resigned, 
ending an 18-month stint 
marked by relentless cost 
cutting amid a wrenching 
industry downturn. 

George Riggs, the chief 
executive of MediaNews’ 
California Newspaper 
Partnership since August 
2006, will relinquish the job 
at the end of this month, 
according to a Monday 
announcement. His respon- 
sibilities will be taken over 
by Steve Rossi, executive 
vice president and chief 
operating officer for 
MediaNews. 

Like other major newspa- 
per publishers across the 
country, Denver-based 
MediaNews has been stung 
by a loss of readers and 
advertising as more people 
turn to the Internet for 
information and entertain- 
ment. 

In an interview Monday, 
Riggs, 61, said the tough 
times wore on him. “It’s not 
much fun for anyone in the 
industry right now and I am 
no exception.” 

But he said his age and a 
desire to travel with his 
wife drove his decision to 
move on. He is already 
planning a bicycle tour of 
New Zealand in March. 
Eventually, Riggs said he 
may look for another job 
outside the newspaper 
industry or serve on the 
boards of a few companies. 

“George has done an 
extraordinary job and we 
are sorry to see him go,” 
said William Dean 
Singleton, MediaNews’ 
CEO. “However, we respect 
his desire to try something

different.” 

Singleton also is chair- 
man of The Associated 
Press. 

The California 
Newspaper Partnership 
oversees 33 daily newspa- 
pers that have a combined 
circulation of more than 1.2 
million and generate about 
$1 billion in annual rev- 
enue. The papers include 
the San Jose Mercury 
News, the Contra Costa 
Times, the Oakland Tribune 


and The Sun in San 
Bernardino. 

MediaNews owns 54.2 
percent of the partnership, 
which was formed nine 
years ago. The remaining 
interest in the partnership is 
owned by Gannett Co. and 
S.F. Holding Corp., former- 
ly known as the Stephens 


Riggs orchestrated an 
overhaul of several San 
Francisco Bay area papers 
after MediaNews acquired 
the San Jose Mercury News 
and the Contra Costa Times 
from McClatchy Co. in 
August 2006 as part of a 
complex deal valued at $1 
billion. 

The changes included 
blending together the 
administrative and technol- 
ogy departments of those 
papers, as well as others. 
The reorganization also 
reshuffled the jobs in the 
newsrooms of some Bay 
Area papers owned by 
MediaNews. 

Since being bought by 
MediaNews, the Mercury 
News also has pruned its 
work force in two different 
rounds of cutbacks. Two 
weeks ago, the San Jose 
paper’s executive editor, 
Carole Leigh Hutton, 
stepped down after just 
seven months on the job. 

This month marks Riggs’ 
39th year in the industry, 
dating back to his first job 
selling ads for a small 
Mississippi newspaper, the 
Hattiesburg American. He 
later moved to California, 
and eventually became the 
CEO of the company that 
owned the Contra Costa 
Times in Walnut Creek. 

While running the Contra 
Costa Times, Riggs helped 
engineer the paper’s sale in 
1995 to Knight Ridder Inc. 
for $360 million. He later 
became publisher of the 
Mercury News, a job he 
kept until Knight Ridder 
was sold for $4 billion in 
2006 to Sacramento-based 
McClatchy, which then sold 
the San Jose paper to 
MediaNews.

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Netflix’s next 
coming attraction: 
Unlimited movies 
Shown on Internet

SAN FRANCISCO -- Girding for a potential threat from 
Apple Inc., online DVD rental service Netflix Inc. is lifting the 
time limits on how long most subscribers can watch movies and 
television shows over high-speed Internet connections. 

The Associated Press has learned the change will become 
effective Monday, on the eve of Apple’s widely anticipated 
move into the movie rental industry. Although Apple hasn’t 
confirmed anything yet, Chief Executive Steve Jobs is expect- 
ed to make it official during a presentation Tuesday in San 
Francisco. 

Netflix is gearing up for the increased competition by 
expanding a year-old feature that streams movies over the 
Internet instead of making customers wait for their online rental 
requests to be delivered through the mail. 

Until now, Netflix restricted how long its more than 7 mil- 
lion subscribers could use the streaming service each month, 
based on how much they pay to rent DVDs. 

For instance, under a popular plan that charges $16.99 per 
month to rent up to three DVDs at a time, Netflix customers 
could watch as many as 17 hours of entertainment each month 
on the streaming service, dubbed “Watch Instantly.” 

With Monday’s change, virtually all Netflix subscribers will 
be able to stream as many movies and TV shows as they want 
from a library containing more than 6,000 titles. There will be 
no additional charge for the unlimited access. 

Only the small portion of Netflix customers who pay $4.99 
to rent up to two DVDs per month won’t be provided unlimit- 
ed access to the streaming service. 

The unlimited streaming option figures to become more 
enticing later this year when LG Electronics Inc. will begin 
selling a set-top box that will deliver the content to TVs. 

Removing the time constraints on its streamed entertainment 
could give Netflix an advantage over Apple’s movie rental ser- 
vice. Apple will charge $3.99 for movies that can be down- 
loaded and played for up to 24 hours, according to media 
reports citing people familiar with the company’s rental plans. 

Letting subscribers stream as much as they want could erode 
Netflix profits because the Los Gatos-based company isn’t rais- 
ing its monthly rates even though its expenses may rise if 
increased usage drives up the licensing fees owed to studios. 

Providing unlimited streaming access “fits within the para- 
meters of our overall financial goals,” Netflix spokesman Steve 
Swasey said. The impact of the change will likely be addressed 
when Netflix discusses its fourth-quarter earnings in a call 
scheduled Jan. 23. The company had earned $51 million on rev- 
enue of $903 million through the first nine months of 2007. 

With more than 90,000 titles available in its DVD library, 
delivering movies through the mail is expected to remain 
Netflix’s primary moneymaker for years to come.

Wildcats tear through Panthers

Playing without their start- 
ing center on Tuesday night, 
the Ukiah Wildcats girls varsi- 
ty basketball team over- 
whelmed the Santa Rosa 
Panthers, 58-35. 

The Wildcats (14-3, 4- 
1)came out with a lot of emo- 
tion, pouncing on the Panthers 
(6-11, 2-4) with an opening 
12-0 run to start the game. 

Hillary Ruddick, who fin- 
ished with 13 points, and 
Katie Dhooghe filling in for 
Carrie Reid, led the Lady 
Cats’ attack. 

Ukiah’s great defense and 
ability to leak out led to 
numerous breakaway chances 
against the Panthers’ weak 
transition defense. However, 
their inability to convert on all 
of their easy opportunities and 
a considerable letdown in 
their emotion enabled Santa 
Rosa to climb back into the 
game. 

After a 7-4 run to end the 
first quarter trailing 16-7, the 
Panthers continued that

Immediately out of the 
timeout, Dhooghe scored a 
quick bucket to increase the 
Lady Cats’ lead to three and 
from then on their emotion 
and desire never wavered.

McFadden the latest star RB to enter NFL draft

An NFL draft rich with running backs 
has a new star at the head of the class: 
Darren McFadden. 

Runner-up for the Heisman Trophy the 
past two seasons, McFadden announced 
Monday he will skip his senior season at 
Arkansas — along with speedy backfield 
mate Felix Jones. 

Wide receiver Mario Manningham 
(Michigan), linebacker Curtis Lofton 
(Oklahoma), quarterback Xavier Lee 
(Florida State) and offensive tackle 
Michael Oher (Mississippi) were other 
notable players who revealed they are 
turning pro. The deadline for underclass- 
men to declare for the draft is Tuesday. 

Meanwhile, two-time All-America 
linebacker James Laurinaitis said he’ll 
stay at Ohio State for his senior year and 
Virginia Tech cornerback Victor Harris 
reportedly changed his mind and will 
return to school next season. 


After twice finishing second in 


Heisman voting, McFadden figures to be 
one of the first players taken in the April 
draft. He and Jones join an impressive 
group of junior running backs available 
that includes Texas’ Jamaal Charles, 
Clemson’s James Davis, Illinois’ Rashard 
Mendenhall, Rutgers’ Ray Rice, West 
Virginia’s Steve Slaton, Central Florida’s 
Kevin Smith and Oregon’s Jonathan 
Stewart. Matt Forte of Tulane and Mike 
Hart of Michigan are two of the top 
seniors in the draft. 

“I just want to go play in the NFL,” 

McFadden said. “Whether I went No. 1 
or dead last, it'll be the same feeling for 
me.” 
McFadden ran for 1,830 yards in 2007, 
second on the Southeastern Conference’s 
single-season list. He is also second on 
the career list with 4,590 yards rushing. 

McFadden rushed for more than 1,000 
yards all three seasons at Arkansas. Jones 
did it the last two. They were part of a 
backfield that also included senior full- 
back Peyton Hillis, another NFL 


prospect. 

McFadden’s decision comes a week 
after he was involved in a “pretty rowdy 
scene” at a piano bar in Little Rock, when 
he was handcuffed by police and then 
released without charges. In the summer 
of 2006, he severely injured his toe in a 
fight outside another club, but recovered 
in time to play in the season opener. 

It was during 2006 that the Razorbacks 
began using McFadden in the shotgun at 
quarterback — he could run, throw or 
hand off to Jones. 

McFadden spoke first at a joint news 
conference Monday. Then it was Jones’ 
turn. 

“I guess that’ll be the last handoff 
from D-Mac,” Jones joked. 

This season, the Razorbacks lost their 
first three SEC games but rebounded late. 
They beat then-No. 1 LSU in the regular- 
season finale. McFadden ran for 206 
yards and three touchdowns and threw 
for a touchdown in Arkansas’ triple-over-

Cassell scores 32 
points to lead 
Clippers past 
Suns

LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
Sam Cassell broke out of a 
shooting slump in a big way 
Tuesday night, scoring 32 
points to lead the Los Angeles 
Clippers past Phoenix 97-90, 
knocking the Suns out of first 
place in the Western 
Conference. 

The 38-year-old Cassell, 
who was 7-for-31 in his previ- 
ous four games, burned the 
Suns by making 15 of 21 
shots to help the Clippers 
snap a four-game losing 
streak and win for just the 
second time in 12 games. He 
also had six rebounds and 
seven assists. 

Corey Maggette added 21 
points, Cuttino Mobley 
scored 12 and Tim Thomas 
added 11 for the Clippers (11- 
23), who had lost 11 of their 
previous 12 home games. 
Chris Kaman shot 3-for-14 
and scored nine points, but his 
19 rebounds led Los Angeles 
to a 48-36 advantage in that 
department. 

The Clippers were coming 
off their toughest loss of the 
season, a 95-94 setback to 
Dallas on Jerry Stackhouse’s 
3-pointer as time expired. 
Before that, they lost close 
games to San Antonio and 
Orlando, another pair of first- 
place teams. 

But they had enough to 
beat the Suns (26-12), who 
had rallied from double-fig- 
ure deficits for victories in 
three of their previous six 
games. 

Amare Stoudemire led 
Phoenix with 29 points and 
eight rebounds. Raja Bell 
scored 15 points, Steve Nash 
added 14 points and 13 
assists, and Shawn Marion 
had 14 points and 17 
rebounds for the Suns, who 
fell a half-game behind the 
Los Angeles Lakers (26-11). 
Those teams meet Thursday 
night at Staples Center. 

Nash scored seven points 
during a 12-4 run that cut the 
Clippers lead to 80-77 with 
5:45 remaining. But that’s as 
close as the Suns would get. 

Cassell made three 
jumpers in a little over two 
minutes, and baskets by 
Kaman and Mobley made it 
92-84 with 1:28 to play. 

Cassell scored 10 points 
and Maggette added seven 
during a 21-8 run that put the 
Clippers on top 74-63 before 
Bell made a jumper to end the 
third period and draw the 
Suns within nine. 

A three-point play by 
Thomas and two jumpers by 
Mobley gave Los Angeles a 
39-31 lead early in the second 
quarter. The Clippers led 49- 
48 at halftime thanks mainly 
to a 55 percent shooting 
effort. They wound up shoot- 
ing 52.5 percent to 40.7 per- 
cent for the Suns.

No lingering illness, Federer is in 


grand form at Australian Open

MELBOURNE, Australia (AP) — 
Sick and tired of talk about his stomach 
bug, Roger Federer wanted to show he 
was in Grand Slam form. 

He left nobody in doubt. 

The man who has had the No. 1 rank- 
ing just about glued to him for almost 
four years began his bid for a third 
straight Australian Open title Tuesday by 
doing something he had never done at 
Melbourne Park. 

He opened the season’s first major 
without dropping a game in the first set at 
Rod Laver Arena, beating Argentina’s 
Diego Hartfield 6-0, 6-3, 6-0. In eight 
previous trips to Melbourne, he had never 
swept the opening set. 

Federer has not played a competitive 
match in two months. He withdrew from 
the Kooyong exhibition last week after 
being told by doctors he had food poison- 
ing, causing speculation about his fitness. 


“I could have maybe played on 
Saturday, but I didn’t want all the fuss — 
the media, analyzing my game, thinking 
they know best and all that,” Federer 
said. “I took an extra day. It’s tough, but 
I played a couple of sets out here the last 
few days and it’s paid off.” 

Unable to get his usual fine-tuning 
done at Kooyong, Federer had to settle 
for doing it in real time. He tested his 
entire arsenal, mixing his powerful back- 
hands and forehands with some rushes to 
the net, and alternating serves wide and 
down the line on the new blue surface. 

“Everything was working perfectly,” 
said Federer, who is 26-1 in the last four 
Australian Opens and has figured in the 
last 10 Grand Slam finals. “I never expect 
a result this extreme obviously, but I was 
playing well in practice, moving well, 
serving well, and conditions were per- 
fect.” 

Just before Federer went on court, 


things turned violent among spectators 
during a match between Greece’s 
Konstantinos Economidis and seventh- 
seeded Fernando Gonzalez of Chile, last 
year’s losing finalist. 

Tournament officials said play was 
interrupted for five minutes while police 
subdued three people with pepper spray. 
Five were evicted and banned from the 
venue for at least 24 hours. 

Wimbledon champion Venus Williams 
played her first match in three years at the 
Australian Open. She downed China’s 
Yan Zi 6-2, 7-5 but hit 29 unforced errors 
and only 19 winners. 

“Errors happen,” 
“That’s tennis.” 

She was a first-round loser in 2006 and 
missed last year because of injuries, 
watching from a distance when sister 
Serena made a stunning run to the title. 

Serena Williams, unseeded and ranked

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Selig says Giants should have reported Bonds’ trainer; 
Congress calls for Tejada probe

WASHINGTON (AP) — Barry Bonds’ 
team should have reported concerns about the 
home run king’s personal trainer to Major 
League Baseball, commissioner Bud Selig told 
Congress on Tuesday during a hearing on the 
sport’s steroids era. 

Even though no players were present, unlike 
the theatrical March 2005 session, the names 
of Bonds, seven-time Cy Young Award winner 
Roger Clemens and 2002 AL MVP Miguel 
Tejada all were raised during the 4-hour, 15- 
minute proceedings prompted by last month’s 
Mitchell Report. 

Selig and union leader Donald Fehr sat side- 
by-side before a House committee friendlier in 
tone than three years ago yet still concerned 
about how serious baseball is in dealing with 
its doping problem. 

Before any of Tuesday’s testimony, which 
began with former Senate majority leader 
George Mitchell appearing for two hours, 
House Oversight and Government Reform 
Committee chairman Henry Waxman 
announced he and ranking Republican Tom 
Davis asked the Justice Department to look 
into whether Tejada lied to committee staffers 
when questioned in connection to Rafael 
Palmeiro’s perjury case in 2005. 

Tejada’s older brother, Freddy, was killed 
Tuesday in a motorcycle accident in the 
Dominican Republic, said the Aguilas 
Cibaenas, the shortstop’s winter league team. 
Tejada, who had been scheduled to play 
Tuesday night, wasn’t at the ballpark and could 
not immediately be reached for comment. 

Since the release of Mitchell’s findings, the 
focus largely has been on Clemens, the star 
pitcher scheduled to testify at a separate hear- 
ing Feb. 13, along with his former trainer, 
Brian McNamee, who said he injected 
Clemens with steroids and human growth hor- 
mone. 

Clemens has vehemently denied the allega- 
tions. 

But Bonds was brought up by Waxman, who 
asked Selig whether the San Francisco Giants 
should have reported their concerns about 
Bonds’ trainer, Greg Anderson, and the slug- 
ger’s alleged steroid use to the commissioner’s 
office. 

“Of course,” Selig responded. 

Pressed by Waxman about whether Giants 
general manager Brian Sabean violated base- 


ball rules by not doing so, Selig said: “It’s a 
matter that I have under review,” perhaps hint- 
ing that Sabean or other team officials could 
face discipline. 

The chairman pointed to the portion of the 
Mitchell Report that discussed how former 
Giants athletic trainer Stan Conte told Sabean 
in 2002 that a player had come to him with 
questions because he was considering buying 
steroids from Anderson. 

The report said Conte went to Sabean to say 
he wanted Anderson and others like him 
removed from the clubhouse. Sabean wasn’t 
willing to do it, according to the report. 

Waxman also expressed concern that, 
according to the report, Giants owner Peter 
Magowan’s lawyer called Mitchell to say 
Magowan “misspoke” about Bonds’ possible 
use of steroids. 

“This incident shows why it’s important for 
baseball’s management to take the problem of 
steroids seriously. It’s possible that the 
BALCO scandal could have been averted if 
Brian Sabean and Peter Magowan acted in a 
responsible fashion,” Waxman said. “Instead, 
they seemed more intent on protecting Bonds.” 

Earlier, the commissioner said that if, aside 
from players, “there were club personnel — 
and there have been some serious accusations 
there — if those people are guilty of what was 
said they were doing, they will face discipline, 
and very significant discipline.” 

After the hearing, Magowan issued a state- 
ment saying the Giants “pledge to embrace 
every necessary reform to address this serious 
problem.” 

“When the Mitchell Report was released, I 
said that we accepted our fair share of respon- 
sibility for what has happened. Now we have 
to do everything we possibly can to work with 
the commissioner and Senator Mitchell to 
effectively combat the use of performing- 
enhancing drugs in baseball,” he said. 

One congressman questioned all of the day’s 
witnesses about a potential loophole in base- 
ball’s drug policy, which was toughened in the 
aftermath of the 2005 congressional hearing. 
Penalties were increased and amphetamines 
were banned. 

Massachusetts Democrat John Tierney said 
baseball gave over 100 therapeutic-use exemp- 
tions to players for attention deficit disorder 
last year, up from 28 in 2006. The exemptions 
enabled players to use stimulants such as 


Ritalin and Adderall. 

The general mood in the room was captured 
succinctly by Connecticut Republican 
Christopher Shays, who noted, “This is almost 
surreal to me.” 

Selig and Fehr both were praised for recent 
changes to baseball’s drug policy — and chas- 
tised for not taking action sooner. 

“The illegal use of steroids and perfor- 
mance-enhancing drugs was pervasive for 
more than a decade, Major League Baseball 
was slow and ineffective in responding to the 
scandal, and the use of human growth hormone 
has been rising,” said Waxman, a California 
Democrat. 

“The Mitchell Report also makes it clear 
that everyone in baseball is responsible: the 
owners, the commissioner, the union and the 
players.” 

Later, Maryland Democrat Elijah 
Cummings told Selig and Fehr: “This scandal 
happened under your watch. I want that to sink 
in. It did. Do you accept responsibility for this 
scandal or do you think there was nothing you 
could do to prevent it?” 

Fehr paused for several seconds. 

“Did we or did I appreciate the depth of the 
problem? ... The answer is ‘No,” Fehr replied. 
“It’s a failure that we didn’t and it’s a failure 
that I didn’t.” 

Selig then followed, starting by saying he’s 
agonized over the question. 

“Do I wish we could have reacted quicker? 
Should we have? One could make the case,” 
the commissioner said. “All of us have to take 
responsibility, starting with me.” 

In his opening statement, Selig vowed to 
develop a program “to require top prospects for 
the major league draft to submit to drug testing 
before the (amateur) draft.” He also reiterated 
his willingness to support use of a test for 
human growth hormone “when a valid, com- 
mercially available and practical test for HGH 
becomes reality, regardless of whether the test 
is based on blood or urine.” 

Fehr, in turn, said the union has agreed to 
“allow players to be suspended for HGH use 
based on evidence other than a positive test, a 
so-called ’non-analytical’ finding.” 

He and Selig said they met in December to 
discuss the Mitchell Report’s investigations 
and plan to meet again. 

“T hope we have all of this completed before 
spring training,” Selig said. 


It took more than 1 1/2 hours for the first 
mention of Clemens, who has denied 
McNamee’s charges in various forums. 

“You continue to feel comfortable with Mr. 
McNamee’s credibility?” Waxman asked. 

“We believe that the statements provided to 
us were truthful,” Mitchell said. 

Mitchell was asked why he did not address 
amphetamine use in his report (“They were 
outside the mandate of our investigation”); 
what level of help he received from the union 
(“The players’ association was largely uncoop- 
erative”); and why he did not agree to a request 
by The Associated Press to turn over evidence 
he gathered (“The responsibility for the disclo- 
sure of those documents rests with those who 
are the possessors and owners of the docu- 
ments”). 

Said Davis, who chaired the 2005 hearing: 
“Our work here is definitely not done. ... But as 
a panelist at our last baseball hearing famously 
said, *We’re not here to talk about the past.’ ... 
Going forward, what will the leaders of base- 
ball do to implement the recommendations out- 
lined in this report?” 

The Mitchell Report connected more than 
80 players to allegations about performance- 
enhancing drugs. 

Congress began focusing on steroids in 
baseball in 2005, after the publication of Jose 
Canseco’s book, “Juiced.” At the March 2005 
hearing, Palmeiro said under oath, “I have 
never used steroids, period.” He was suspend- 
ed by baseball later that year after testing pos- 
itive for a steroid. 

When the committee looked into whether 
Palmeiro should face perjury or other charges, 
it spoke to Tejada, who at the time was a 
Baltimore Orioles teammate of Palmeiro’s. 
Palmeiro said his positive test might have 
resulted from a B-12 vitamin injection given to 
him by Tejada, and the committee concluded 
their was insufficient evidence to refer 
Palmeiro’s case to the Justice Department. 

In Mitchell’s report, Adam Piatt, Tejada’s 
former Oakland teammate, said he provided 
Tejada with steroids and HGH in 2003. 
Mitchell also included copies of checks 
allegedly written by Tejada to Piatt in March 
2003 for $3,100 and $3,200. 

“We will review and respond to the letter 
from Chairman Waxman and Rep. Davis,” 
Justice Department spokesman Peter Carr said.

Dodgers, Brazoban avoid arbitra- 
tion by agreeing to $540,000, 1-year

MINNEAPOLIS — Ever 
since Stephen Jackson 
returned to the Golden State 
lineup, the Warriors have been 
methodically chugging along. 

Jackson’s clutch shooting 
and another strong all-around 
game from Baron Davis kept 
the Warriors going Tuesday 
night in chilly Minnesota, 
helping Golden State reach 
heights not seen in the Bay 
Area in quite some time. 

Davis had 22 points, nine 
assists and a season-high five 
steals to lead Golden State to a 
105-98 victory over the 
Minnesota Timberwolves on 
Tuesday night. 

Jackson added 21 points for 
the Warriors (23-16), who are 
seven games above .500 for 
the first time since 1993-94, 
Chris Webber’s lone season 
with the Warriors. 

“We're playing at a high 
enough level to win games, 
that’s for sure,” said Golden 
State coach Don Nelson, 
whose Warriors are 22-10 
since Jackson returned from a 
suspension. “And we have for 
a long time. I don’t know if 
we have anything more. I 
don’t know if we can be bet- 
ter. We’re playing pretty 
well.” 

The Timberwolves are not. 

Antoine Walker had season 
highs with 26 points and 10 
rebounds off the bench for 
Minnesota, which has lost 
another three in a row and has 
started yet another losing 
streak. Al Jefferson added 18 
points and 14 boards. 

Losing comes in bunches 
for these young Wolves (5- 
32), who haven’t halted a los- 
ing streak at fewer than five 
games this season. 

“Tt can wear on you,” 
Walker said. “It’s getting to a 
point where we want to win 
some games. We can’t get any 
complacency. Nobody likes to 
be a part of a loser, so we want 
to get it back right. We want to 
improve in the process, so 
hopefully we can turn the cor- 
ner in the second half of the 
season.” 

Monta Ellis scored 12 of 
his 17 points in the first quar- 
ter and the Warriors scored 31 
points off 20 Minnesota 
turnovers to win their third 


straight game as they try to 
keep pace with the surging 
Los Angeles Lakers in the 
Pacific Division. 

The Lakers have won seven 
games in a row and started the 
night with a 4 1/2 game lead 
on Golden State, but have lost 
center Andrew Bynum for 
eight weeks with an injured 
left knee. That could open the 
door for the Warriors, who 
have won four of five and 
have plenty of confidence in 
reserve coming off their first 
playoff appearance in 13 
years. 

“Absolutely, it’s there for 
the taking,” Davis said. “It 
seems like we’re hitting a nice 
little stride with the way the 
game is going and the way we 
are playing. 

“We are getting better. You 
can’t ask for more from this 
team. The resiliency, the fight, 
to fight back from injuries and 
a lot of stuff that we’ve been 
through. This is a close-knit 
team.” 

The Timberwolves 
trimmed a 14-point halftime 
deficit to 62-58 midway 
through the third quarter when 
Ryan Gomes hit a jumper to 
cap a 10-0 run. 

Golden State responded 
with a 21-6 spurt and finished 
the third quarter in back- 
breaking fashion. 

Davis hit a long 3-pointer 
with 5.4 seconds left in the 
period, then got a steal and 
threw a lob to Matt Barnes 
just before the period ended 
for an 83-66 lead. 

“You can’t make those 
plays,” Wolves coach Randy 
Wittman said. “That does suck 
the wind out of you.” 

But the Warriors got sloppy 
in the fourth and made just 
three of their first 15 shots to 
allow the Wolves to trim the 
lead to 96-92 with 3:26 to 
play. 

But Jackson came back 
with a 3-pointer, then convert- 
ed a layup off a steal after 
appearing to travel to put the 
game away. 

The way this season has 
gone for the Wolves, the loss- 
es could keep coming. They 
have had three five-game los- 
ing streaks, a six-gamer and 
an eight-gamer before their 
current three-game slide.

Patriots to honor young fan 
booed in Indianapolis

FOXBOROUGH, Mass. — Patriots owner 
Robert Kraft sat behind his wide desk and mar- 
veled at how his team’s jersey could be the tar- 
get of so many boos — even when it’s worn by 
a 14-year-old girl. 

This wasn’t Randy Moss or Rodney 
Harrison hearing the catcalls. They’re used to 
it. 

This was Anna Grant, a high school fresh- 
man who had worked hard to win the Punt, 
Pass & Kick competition in her age group as 
the team’s representative. 

When she was introduced along with the 
other winners before the fourth quarter of San 
Diego’s playoff win last Sunday, she was the 
only one booed by the crowd in Indianapolis, 
home of New England’s fiercest rival. 

“Why should a champion be booed?” the 
boss of the three-time Super Bowl winners said 
Tuesday. “She won an intensive competition. 
She’s supposed to be honored.” 

His team is getting the same reaction — not 
because of the spying incident in the season 
opener but because fans like to see teams at the 
top get knocked off, he said. If the Chargers 
can’t do it Sunday, New England will be head- 
ed to its fourth Super Bowl in seven seasons. 

But first comes the coin flip before the AFC 
championship and Grant will be out on the 
field for that, invited by Kraft, who felt badly 
that she had been booed. 

“What I decided is that we would honor her 
here before this game,” Kraft said in an inter- 
view in his office filled with photos, footballs 
and other memorabilia. “We will recognize her 
as the winner on the field. Our fans will know.” 

Grant returned from school Tuesday and 
heard a phone message from Andre Tippett, the 
Patriots’ executive director of community 
affairs and a former star linebacker. 

She called back and was ecstatic when 
Tippett extended the invitation — plus tickets 
for her, her parents and two brothers — to take 
part. 

“I was just in shock,” she said. 

Kraft knows the hoots were not directed at 
the high school freshman from Stratham, N.H., 
about 20 miles north of the Massachusetts bor- 
der. It’s just that the jersey provokes an instant 
response, usually a negative one. 

Grant also understands, and even smiled 


“You know, you’ll probably get booed,”’ she 
said in a telephone interview. “I was kind of 
waiting for it. 

“Tt really didn’t bother me at all,” she added. 
“People at the game came up to me afterward 
and said, ‘It’s not you. It’s your jersey.” 

It wasn’t always that way. 

When Adam Vinatieri’s last-play field goal 
gave the Patriots their first championship as 
huge underdogs to the St. Louis Rams after the 
2001 season, red, white and blue confetti — 
not boos poured down in the Louisiana 
Superdome. 

It came less than five months after the Sept. 
11 terrorist attacks. 

“I remember saying when I hoisted the 
(championship) trophy, ‘We are all Patriots and 
tonight the Patriots are world champions,” 
Kraft said. “We were the underdogs. No one 
expected (it). Now what’s happened is, we’ve 
had a modicum of success. 

“I noticed it with the second title that we 
went after. Already people had switched and I 
think people outside of New England want to 
see different (winners). It’s sort of like the 
Yankees. There was a resentment, but a respect 
for the Yankees.” 

The Yankees have declined since their dom- 
inance of the late 90s. The Patriots are better 
than ever, perhaps the best team in NFL histo- 
ry 


“Jealousy and envy comes in the more you 
win and people say, ‘Give someone else a 
chance and let someone else do it,” Kraft said. 
“I understand that.” 

It’s better than the alternative. 

Before he bought the team in January 1994, 
the Patriots had missed the playoffs for the pre- 
vious seven seasons. In just his third year, they 
were in the Super Bowl — losing to Green Bay 
in the same building where they would win 
their first title five years later. 

At least fans care now, even if they boo. 

“I see it as sort of respect in a way,” Kraft 
said. “I think 15 years ago, 18 years ago, some- 
one could have worn our jersey and I just think 
there would have been no reaction.” 

Grant plans to wear some Patriots apparel 
again Sunday, probably a hat. The reaction will 
be much warmer. 

“In a way, the fact that this young lady was 
booed is a compliment to the New England 
Patriots fans because we’re relevant,” Kraft

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California’s fiscal analyst urges prioritizing budget cuts

SACRAMENTO -- California’s 
fiscal watchdog on Monday said that 
unlike in previous years, Gov. 
Arnold Schwarzenegger’s state bud- 
get plan is based on reasonable eco- 
nomic data. 

It’s his proposed long-term fix to 
balance spending and revenue with a 
constitutional amendment that is 
flawed, the report said. 

Elizabeth Hill, the state’s nonpar- 
tisan legislative analyst, also cau- 
tioned that Schwarzenegger’s pro- 
posed across-the-board cuts to help 
close a $14.5 billion shortfall are 
overly simplistic. She said the plan 
fails to consider whether all state 
programs should be cut equally. 

Last week, Schwarzenegger pro- 
posed a $141 billion spending plan 
that calls for 10 percent cuts to most 
state agencies. The cuts would 
reduce classroom funding by hun- 
dreds of dollars per student, force the 
early release of 22,000 prison 
inmates and close one in five state 
parks. 

H.D. Palmer, spokesman for the 
governor’s Department of Finance, 
defended the plan for across-the- 
board cuts. 

“Its a policy choice,” he said. 
“The decision spreads cuts as evenly 
as possible to prevent any service or 
critical program from being singled 
out and eliminated.” 

The governor last week also 
declared the state’s first fiscal emer- 
gency under a measure voters 
approved in 2004. The move is 
designed to force lawmakers to begin 
addressing the shortfall in the next 
45 days, instead of waiting to make

cuts in the budget year that begins 
July 1. 

For that, Hill’s report offered a 
sketch of the 45-day period and the 
uncharted waters lawmakers must 
navigate. 

She said the Legislature should 
rank its highest priorities, maintain 


funding for critical programs and 
make deeper cuts to or eliminate pro- 
grams that are not as important. 

Hill also said the Legislature 
should consider increasing revenue 
by closing tax loopholes. That sug- 
gestion drew immediate warnings 
from Republicans, who said new 


taxes will not solve the state’s budget 
woes. 

Hill also warned that the 45-day 
period includes the release of several 
economic reports that could show the 
state is in even worse shape than 
Schwarzenegger’s administration 
estimates. 

Her advice came the same day 
Fitch Ratings placed the A+ rating on 
California’s approximately $43 bil- 
lion in outstanding general obliga- 
tion debt on negative watch. 

The ratings house said the move 
reflected California’s widening 
structural budget gap and cash-flow 
imbalance. It said a downgrade 
would hinge on whether lawmakers 
take timely action to close the deficit 
during the emergency session. 

The deficit for the current year is 
estimated at $3.3 billion, while next 
year’s is projected to be $11.2 bil- 
lion. 

In a statement, Assembly Speaker 
Fabian Nunez said the report shows 
that lawmakers must work to balance 
spending cuts with the state’s priori- 
ties. 

“The legislative analyst under- 
scores some of the key concerns 
Assembly Democrats have as we 
work to address the state’s budget 
imbalance,” said Nunez, D-Los 
Angeles. ‘“Across-the-board cuts 
don’t adequately reflect the state’s 
needs and demands, and the budget 
reform proposals put forward so far 
have serious flaws.” 

Schwarzenegger last week resur- 
rected a previously failed plan for a 
constitutional amendment that he 
said would force automatic budget 
cuts to avoid large deficits like the 
one he is now facing.

international stores and rolls 
out the iPhone worldwide. 

What could slow this jug- 
gernaut down? Perhaps the 
biggest near-term challenge is 
the economy. With the hous- 
ing sector in free fall, many 
analysts fear that consumer 
spending will slow markedly 
and pave the way for a reces- 
sion this year. 

Given that Apple is largely 
dependent on consumer, not 
business, purchases, such a 
drop off could hit it hard. 
Even though its computers 
have become more price-com- 
petitive with Windows PCs, it 
offers few low-cost models. 
Consumers could decide that 
they can’t afford a new 
Macintosh. 

“Because Apple is still the 
Mercedes-Benz of the laptop 
market, folks might be forced 
to look at cheaper alterna- 
tives” or hold off buying alto- 
gether, said Somaney, who 
also runs 
GlobalTechStocks.com, a site 
for stock traders. 

The company faces other 
challenges. Part of what’s 
made Apple’s products so 
attractive is their elegant 
design, which stood out in a 
world of boring PC boxes and 
clunky cell phones. 

But PC and consumer elec- 


tronics manufacturers have 
been paying attention. Dell 
has drawn raves for its new 
all-in-one computer that fol- 
lows in the footsteps of 
Apple’s iMac. LG and other 
companies have rushed to put 
out smartphones that mimic 
the iPhone. 

“Apple can’t rest on (its) 
laurels,” said Tim Bayjarin, 
principal analyst at Creative 
Strategies, a technology con- 
sulting firm. 

Then there’s the music 
business. In recent months, 
the recording industry has 
embraced sales of copy pro- 
tection-free songs. But three 
of the four major labels point- 
edly haven’t allowed Apple to 
sell these songs, which can 
work on any music player, not 
just iPods. That could cut 
iTunes sales -- and add new 
competition for the iPod, 
which has already seen a dra- 
matic slowdown in sales. 

“That’s probably a threat of 
sorts to Apple,” said Gartner’s 
Baker. “iTunes could suffer a 
bit.” 

And Apple has struggled 
with digital video. While 
many analysts expected Apple 
TV to be another iPod-like 
success, it’s been a relative 
dud thus far. 

Last fall, Apple had a high- 
ly publicized falling-out with 
NBC, whose television shows 
were among the best-selling 
videos on iTunes. And the 
company’s efforts to expand

The governor wants to trigger the 
cuts when state finances start falling 
into the red and create a surplus 
when revenue comes in higher than 
expected. The surplus fund would be 
capped at 15 percent of the budget 
and could be used only to help with 
the next downturn. 

Hill warned that adding a new for- 
mula for state spending and automat- 
ic cuts would only “take the state’s 
already complicated budget system 
and make it even more complex.” 

She also warned the proposed 
constitutional amendment would 
change the balance of power in the 
Capitol when it comes to state spend- 
ing. It represents “a serious diminu- 
tion of the Legislature’s authority,” 
Hill wrote. 

“Under the state Constitution, 
only the Legislature can appropriate 
funds and make midyear reductions 
to those appropriations,” she said. 
“Under the administration’s propos- 
al, the governor would have the 
authority to determine when across- 
the-board reductions and suspen- 
sions of state law would occur.” 

Palmer stressed that 
Schwarzenegger’s plan would con- 
tinue to give the Legislature power to 
determine where midyear cuts are 
made. The Legislature would 
approve in advance where the gover- 
nor would be permitted to cut. 

“If we got into a situation where 
we were heading into a deficit, the 
Legislature would have already 
preapproved those spending cuts,” 
Palmer said. “We think the 
Legislature would be in the driver’s 
seat.”

SACRAMENTO — In a 
surprising move, Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger endorsed 
Proposition 93 on Monday 
despite earlier statements that 
he would not support a change 
in legislators’ term limits 
unless it was linked to a redis- 
tricting measure. 

“Proposition 93 is good 
public policy, irrespective of 
redistricting, and on its own it 
will go a long way toward 
improving the quality of state 
government in California,” 
Schwarzenegger said in an op- 
ed piece scheduled to be pub- 
lished Tuesday in the Los 
Angeles Times. 

Proposition 93 opponents 
accused the Republican gov- 
ernor of caving in to pressure 
from Democratic legislative 
leaders as part of a backroom 
deal that would allow 
Schwarzenegger to generate 
support for his $14 billion 
health care reform plan. 
Proposition 93 is on the Feb. 5 
ballot. 

“Tt is a sign of the dysfunc- 
tionality of the Legislature

that its self-serving leadership 
has held the governor hostage 
on health care issues so that it 
may leverage him into helping 
them remain in power by loos- 
ening term limits,” said Kevin 
Spillane, a spokesman for the 
no-on-93 campaign. 

A spokeswoman for 
Schwarzenegger, Julie 
Soderlund, called Spillane’s 
comments “pointless rhetoric” 
and said the governor was 
endorsing the ballot measure

Democratic presidential 
rivals take contest to court, 
debate and the voting booth

LAS VEGAS (AP) 
Democratic presidential rivals 
and their supporters vied for 
advantage in the courts, on a 
debate stage and at the ballot 
box on Tuesday in an unset- 
tled race for the party’s nomi- 
nation to the White House. 

The debate lineup included 
Sens. Hillary Rodham Clinton 
of New York and Barack 
Obama of Illinois as well as 
former Sen. John Edwards 
and — by a judge’s order — 
Ohio Rep. Dennis Kucinich. 

The day’s only primary, 
however, promised little or 
nothing of consequence, an 
election in Michigan that state 
party officials insisted on 
holding earlier in the cam- 
paign than the Democratic 
National Committee wanted. 

The result was a primary 
that drew no campaigning 
from the major contenders 
and offered no delegates to 
the winner. Alone among the 
major contenders, Sen. 
Hillary Rodham Clinton’s 
name was on the ballot, and 
her biggest concern appeared 
to be from supporters of John 
Edwards and Barack Obama 
pushing for a large vote for 
“uncommitted” to embarrass 
her. 

The court case was in 
Nevada, where a few of 
Clinton’s supporters sought to 
force a change in groundrules 
for next Saturday’s caucuses. 

Their objective was to pre- 
vent several caucuses along 
the Las Vegas strip, where 
thousands of Culinary 
Workers Union employees — 
many of them Hispanic or 
black — hold jobs. 

The rules were approved in 
March, when the former first 
lady was the overwhelming 
national front-runner in the 
race. But the union voted to 
endorse Obama last week, and 
the lawsuit followed. 

The courts also figured in 
an evening debate in Nevada, 
where a state judge said 
Kucinich must have a place 
on the stage. Otherwise, Clark 
County District Court Judge 
Charles Thompson said he 
would issue an injunction can- 
celing the event.

“T can just 
say, ‘Thank God for that 
judge,’ and hopefully his rul- 
ing will be sustained,” the 
Cleveland congressman told 
reporters as he left Ohio on 
Tuesday for Nevada. 

Kucinich said he has advo- 
cated positions his opponents 
have not on issues like the 
Iraq war, trade and health 
care. “So my being there cre- 
ates a debate,” he said. 

MSNBC, with plans to 
televise the debate on cable 
television, had decided to 
exclude Kucinich after his 
poor performances in the 
Iowa caucuses and New 
Hampshire primary. Jeremy 
Gaines, a vice president for 
MSNBC, said the network 
would appeal the ruling. 

On his way to the Nevada 
debate, Edwards, still search- 
ing for a primary victory, 
stopped in Oklahoma City and 
predicted his North Carolina 
rural roots would appeal to 
Oklahoma Democrats on Feb 
5, when they and voters in 
more than 20 other states have 
primaries or caucuses. In 
2004, he finished second in 
Oklahoma’s presidential pri- 
mary to retired general 
Wesley Clark.

see more productivity out of 
Sacramento and less scream- 
ing.” 

The endorsement follows 
the Assembly’s approval last 
month of a health care expan- 
sion supported by 
Schwarzenegger and 
Assembly Speaker Fabian 
Nunez, D-Los Angeles.

say it would end the experi- 
ence drain and musical-chairs 
atmosphere that exists in the 
Capitol, as nearly a third of 
the Legislature is termed out 
every two years and lame- 
duck legislators maneuver to 
run for new offices.

But just to be out 
there by itself, I don’t support 
that,” he said then. 


Schwarzenegger attempted 
to convince voters in 2005 to 
give that power to a commis- 
sion made up of retired 
judges, saying it was a conflict 
of interest for lawmakers to 
draw their own districts. But 
voters soundly rejected the 
proposal, Proposition 77. 


“We need redistricting 
reform to make the political 
system more competitive and 
more representative of the cit- 
izens of California,” he said in 
the op-ed piece. “We need 
campaign finance reform to 
limit the influence of money 
in politics, and it is time to 
reform legislative term lim- 
its.” 

He said the current term 
limits don’t give legislators 
the “time they need to reach 
their full potential as public 
servants. Just as they get sea- 
soned in one house, they know 
their time is beginning to run 
out and they must start posi- 
tioning themselves to run for a 
new Office,” he added.

“Imagine what would hap- 
pen if we told a big city police 
chief or sheriff that he could 
stay in the job just long 
enough to start mastering it 
and then had to move on.

Stocks plunge as earnings figures stir more concerns about recession

NEW YORK — A growing con- 
viction that the U.S. is headed 
toward recession sent Wall Street 
plunging Tuesday, with weak retail 
sales figures and a disappointing 
quarterly report from Citigroup Inc. 
exacerbating investors’ pessimistic 
mood. The Dow Jones industrials fell 
nearly 280 points. 

Investors backed away from 
stocks amid growing concerns that 
consumer spending will wane this 
year and contribute to an economic 
downturn. The latest evidence that 
consumers are retrenching came 
from the Commerce Department, 
which said retail sales fell in 
December and which also revised its 
November figures lower. Spending 
by consumers, which accounts for 
more than two-thirds of U.S. eco- 
nomic activity, has been key to 
staving off economic slowdowns in 
recent years. 

There is also a growing fear that 
the Federal Reserve hasn’t done 
enough to keep the economy going 
— especially as investors continue to 
see the fallout from the summer’s 
subprime mortgage crisis. Citigroup, 


the nation’s biggest bank, announced 
on Tuesday a hefty $18.1 billion 
write-down for bad mortgage assets 
and slashed its dividend. 

Brian Gendreau, investment 
strategist for ING Investment 
Management, said the market is now 
seeing “a decisive shift” toward a 
recession. 

“The sectors that are outperform- 
ing are defensive plays, like con- 
sumer staples,” he said. “People 
don’t buy them unless you’re wor- 
ried about sustained weakness.” 

Investors have sold stocks lower 
so far this year on increasing worries 
about the economy. According to 
preliminary calculations, the Dow 
fell 277.04, or 2.17 percent, to 
12,501.11. 

Broader stock indicators also lost 
ground. The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index dropped 35.30, or 2.49 per- 
cent, to 1,380.95, and the Nasadaq 
composite index lost 60.71, or 2.45 
percent, closing at 2,417.59. 

Declining issues outnumbered 
advancers by about 3 to 1 on the 
New York Stock Exchange, where 
volume came to 1.53 billion shares. 

Bond price rose. The yield on the 
benchmark 10-year Treasury note, 


which moves opposite its price, fell 
to 3.69 percent, close to its lowest 
point since March 2004 and down 
from 3.77 percent late Monday. The 
dollar was mixed against other major 
currencies, while gold prices rose. 

Light, sweet crude fell $2.30 to 
settle at $91.90 per barrel on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange. 

Tuesday’s trading, which more 
than wiped out Monday’s triple-digit 
gain in the Dow, showed the depths 
of the market’s pessimism amid 
increasing signs that the economy is 
weakening. Many investors, heeding 
warnings of some economists, fear 
the country is headed toward reces- 
sion, and a stream of disappointing 
economic data like Tuesday’s retail 
sales data is reinforcing those fears. 

In just the 10 trading days of 
2008, the Dow has fallen 5.76 per- 
cent, while the S&P 500 is down 
5.95 percent and the Nasdaq has lost 
8.85 percent. 

“When consumers are beaten over 
the head about how bad things are, 
pretty soon they believe it and that 
affects their spending habits,” said 
Scott Wren, equity strategist for A.G. 
Edwards & Sons. “And when there’s 
a lot of uncertainty out there, the Fed 


needs to be a little more aggressive 
— I think they need to cut more than 
just at this next meeting.” 

Still, hopes for a rate cut weren’t 
enough to calm Wall Street. 

He said the worrisome fall in 
retail sales, which also pressures the 
dollar, builds a case that the cut will 
be at least 0.50 percentage point. It 
also increases the likelihood of fur- 
ther cuts after the central bank’s Jan. 
29-30 meeting. 

Adding to investors’ concerns, the 
New York Federal Reserve’s Empire 
State survey of regional manufactur- 
ing showed a drop to 9.03 this month 
from 9.80 in December. 

But there was some relief about 
inflation. Producer prices fell 0.1 
percent, according to the Labor 
Department. The result was smaller 
than the 0.2 percent drop expected by 
economists, but all declines in price 
pressure are generally good news. 
Excluding food and energy, producer 
prices gained 0.2 percent, matching 
expectations. 

Financial services stocks were 


expected, but it still was a forceful 
reminder of the serious problems that 
bad lending practices have created 
for financial services firms. 

Citigroup, which lost $9.83 billion 
in the fourth quarter, also announced 
a massive $12.5 billion capital injec- 
tion. Hope that struggling financial 
firms will bolster their finances also 
was stirred by news that Merrill 
Lynch & Co. Inc. agreed that three 
foreign investment funds will invest 
$6.6 billion in the Wall Street firm. 

Citi fell $2.21, or 7.6 percent, to 
$26.85. Merrill — which reports 
results on Thursday — fell $2.96, or 
5.3 percent, to $53.01. 

The Russell 2000 index of smaller 
companies fell 15.05, or 2.11 per- 
cent, to 697.43. 

Overseas, Japan’s Nikkei stock 
average fell 0.98 percent. Britain’s 
FTSE 100 closed down 3.06 percent, 
Germany’s DAX index fell 2.14 per- 
cent, and France’s CAC-40 lost 2.83 
percent.

gained momentum after win- 
ning the first-in-the-nation 
Iowa caucuses, netting him a 
total of 18 delegates from that 
state. 

Sen. Hillary Clinton (D- 
N.Y.) is the current leader in 
the delegate count, with 183 
after coming away victorious 
in the New Hampshire pri- 
maries. 

Val Muchowski is heading 
the Clinton campaign for presi- 
dent in Mendocino County. 

Muchowski said campaign- 
ing door-to-door for the former 
first lady is especially important 
in areas like Northern 
California, where voters don’t 
generally get to meet candidates 
face-to-face. 

“In Iowa they get to meet 
every candidate,” she said. 


“Here in California we get a 
few radio and TV ads. We’re 
not going to get saturated in 
Northern California. It very 
much depends on regular peo- 
ple.” 

Terry Poplawski is part of 
the Rep. Dennis Kucinich (D- 
Ohio) campaign for president in 
the 1st California congressional 
district. 

Poplawski said the main 
issue for lesser known candi- 
dates like Kucinich is simply 
getting out the word about who 
they are and what they stand 
for. 

“A lot of it is making people 
aware,” he said. “We missed 
getting a delegate last election 
by 1 percent. All of that’s part of 
the strategy. Obviously he has- 
n’t got the exposure that some 
of the other candidates have 
gotten.” 

Kucinich was scheduled to 
make a speech at Mendocino 
College last month, but instead 
delivered his message by pre- 


recorded video. 

Poplawski said mail-in vot- 
ing has also hurt grassroots 
campaign efforts for candidates 
like Kucinich in the county. 

“You’ve got a lot of people 
who have already voted,” he 
said. “The mail-in voting means 
you have to start a lot earlier.” 

Keith Aisner, the special 
events coordinator for the 
Obama Campaign for Area 2 of 
the Ist California Congres- 
sional District, said it isn’t as 
much about changing minds as 
it is getting people to take a 
look for themselves. 

“I don’t think this is where 
elections are won and lost,” he 
said. “It’s not going to push you 
over the edge. Anyone who’s 
going around saying they want 
to change everyone’s minds is 
fooling themselves. I think the 
bottom line is it provides 
momentum.”

Klamath groups offering a plan for 
removing four dams to help salmon

GRANTS PASS, Ore. — A 
deal calling for removal of four 
hydroelectric dams on the 
Klamath River to restore strug- 
gling salmon runs has been 
forged among farmers, Indian 
tribes, fishermen, conservation 
groups and government agen- 
cies battling over scarce water 
in the region. 

The plan announced 
Tuesday came after two years 
of closed-door negotiations 
overcame longstanding and bit- 
ter differences over how to 
divide Klamath Basin water 
between a federal irrigation 
project and fish protected by the 
Endangered Species Act. 

If the plan goes through, it 
would bring about the biggest 


dam removal in U.S. history, 
opening 300 miles of rivers that 
have not seen salmon in the past 
century and restoring 60 miles 
of reservoir to free-flowing 
river, according to American 
Rivers, a conservation group. 

Removal of the dams, per- 
haps as soon as 2015, depends 
on agreement from the dams’ 
owner, Portland-based utility 
PacifiCorp, as well as some 
$400 million in new spending 
on salmon restoration, primari- 
ly from Congress, for a total of 
$1 billion over 10 years. 

The plan contains no provi- 
sion for paying the estimated 
$180 million to remove the 
dams, leaving that to 
PacifiCorp. 

“What we’ve come up with 


is a blueprint for how to solve 
the Klamath crisis,” said Craig 
Tucker, Klamath Campaign 
coordinator for the Karuk Tribe, 
which has working for years to 
restore dwindling salmon 
catches that were once a key- 
stone of their diet and culture. 
“We wanted to put together a 
plan that keeps fishing commu- 
nities whole and farm commu- 
nities whole,” he added from 
his home in Northern 
California. “The only thing 
standing in the way of where 
we are today and resolution is 
Warren Buffett’s Klamath 
dams.” PacifiCorp is a unit of 
MidAmerican Energy Holdings 
Co., which is controlled by 
Warren Buffett’s Berkshire 
Hathaway Inc.

said. “I do support them being 
up to code. Those laws are all 
in place. It’s the same as if 
you wanted to open a drug- 
store or a liquor store...Of all 
the problems in Mendocino 
County, dispensaries aren’t 
one of them.” 

First District Supervisor 
Michael Delbar said that even 
though dispensaries are not a 
major concern now, that could 
change at a moment’s notice. 

“The bottom line is dispen- 
saries are illegal,” he said. 
“Right now there are no con- 
trols on dispensaries. We’re 
talking about a controlled 
substance. We have no other 
regulations to stop someone 
from opening a dispensary 
next to a school, selling to 
minors with no security. The 
responsible, proactive route is 
to regulate before the fact.” 

Due to the lack of a motion 
on the item, the board current- 
ly has made no plans to revis- 
it the issue.
